Dr. Metchik has been a member of the Department of 
Criminal Justice at Salem State University since 1992. He 
has directed international criminological studies and 
conducted research on methodological issues in 
comparative criminology. He has specialized in criminal 
justice field research including empirical projects 
concerning parole decision-making; prosecuting juvenile 
offenders as adults; psychological testing in police office 



applicant screening; and computer literacy and alcohol 
prevention education. Funded research includes grants 
from the John W. Alden Trust (Boston, MA) and the 
Gardiner H. Shaw Foundation (Foxboro, MA). Current 
research interests focus on the relationship between 
service learning and academic retention and success, child 
safety in school and in the community, technology as it 
impacts criminal justice agency functioning and ethical 
issues in criminal justice decision-making. 

Anush Hovakimyan, Armenia/Humphrey Fellow, 
presented to a group of students, faculty and staff on 
Women's Role in Economic Development: Developing a 
market of handicrafts for unemployed women. 

Anush is the executive director of the Goris Tourism Office 
at the Goris Development Center (Armenian NGO), where 
she designed and implemented touristic and economic 
development projects. On the board of directors for the 
Goris Women's Development Resource Center Foundation, 
she has also served as the financial and community project 
manager. She has a master's degree in management from 
the Armenian State University of Economics. At MIT, she 
hopes to enhance her knowledge of urban and regional 
tourism planning, analyze international trends in tourism, 
and gain new perspectives on ways tourism can be 
developed in Armenia and stimulate its economy.
